The critical days of man w’hich ' 
the Viennese scientist has dis- 
co\ered have their interest lor the 
layman as well as for the investi- 
gator of the mysteries ot existence 
That the law of recurrence could 
play so active a part in the comfort 
of human lite few piersons would 
have believed. Dr. Swoboda’s 
theories are still too new to have 
stood the test of investigation, but 
they are of vital intere.st. In the 
opinion of the discoverer of these 
laws no man escapes them. Tbe 
VTennese professor begins the ex- 
position of his theory with the 
general statement that physical 
conditions occur at stated periods, 
not from external causes but with 
mathematical regularity, in ac- 
cordance with a law of the physical 
nature of man. 

The manifestations of the la w in 
the so-called critical days of man 
are sometimes trivial, sometimes 
mjre serious, but their outcome is 
always favorable. They have no 
final bad eflFect. These .symptoms 
of the critical period never occur 
more frequently thau at intervals 
of twenty-three or twenty-eight 
days apart. The human organiza- 
tiou IS too complicated to allow 
its workings to be made clear even 
by means of this key. The .same 
symptoms may be caused by the 
humau being’s own actions. Any 
excessive expenditure of energy is 
attended by a diminution iii force 
which Causes a recurrence of the 
critical days. These iriegular ap- 
pearences of the symptoms that 
mark a critical day in human life 
may also be caused by emotional 
strain. Professor Sweboda cites as 
an instance of such phenomena tbe 
smartness of pain foltowing tbe 
death ot a beloved relative, which 
becomes poignant tweniy-three 
days after death, endures fur the 
same number of days and then 
subsides. There are other cases in 
which the efiect of the critical day 
shows itself recurring at short 
intervals, which are in fact fraction- 
al parts of the regular period of 
twenty-three or twenty-eight days. 

Tbis view of the importance of 
' periods in human affairs reverses 
many medical ideas. One of its 
results IS tbe tbeoiy that man is
